Thus, when the 
city hick finds himself barking and coughing and 
detects a certain soreness in the *hest (usually a 
muscular soreness from the unwonted strain of 
coughing) he opines he has "bronicle" trouble and 
lurchases a bottle of "cough medicine."

:he bottom of the bottle he finds remarkable re- 
ief—it makes him forget he wants to cough. The 
;he bottle runs dry, the effect of the narcotic weai 
away after a day or two and the cough corne 
back, thanks to reviving nature.

rushes out to buy another bottle. That is what th 
dash of morphine, heroin, 
codiene, 
chloroform 


opium, paregoric, cannabis indica (Indian, hemp), o 
other narcotic drug is in the formula for. 


As I said in some bronchial meditations the othe 


day. there are occasions and conditions when it 
wise to benumb the sensorium suffipiently to dim 
inish or prevent coughing for a time. This, 
ever, is a delicate matter and it is the height o 
folly for a layman to attempt to handle such a pro 
blem: it is a matter which demands the best of med 
cal judgment. 


The occurrence of even a very impressive cou? 


as a symptom or feature of an acute illness, espec 
ially in the case of a young person, is not at all a 
reason or warrant for giving any medicine, althougl 
this practice is universally followed by the laitj 
and approved, or at any rate not condemned b> 
many Class C physicians whose "treatment" of an\ 
disease of which cough is a feature consists in pre 
scribing or dispensing some ^hand-me-down of higl 
or low degre».

COXDITIOXS IN HUNGARY 
Paris — On 
the occasion of Hun- 


gary's admission to the League of 
Nations, Victor Basch in the ERE 
NOUVELLE draws attention to in- 
ternal conditions in this country. He 
say?: 


"Hungary tore up the treaty which 


united her to Austria since 1867, and 
claimed to be an independent Repub- 
lic with Count Michel Karolyi at its 
head, and an armistice was concluded 
with the Entente the 13th Nov. 1918. 
This armistice assigned different dis- 
tricts to the Hungarian, Czecho-Slovak 
and 
Roumanian 
armies 
and stip- 


ulations were however by no means 
carried out ajid great discontent pre- 
vailed throughout the country- 
Be- 


sides which the agrarian reform, el- 
aborated by Count Kaloli's govern- 
ment only gave the state the right to 
expropriate large property, while the 
socialist-communists 
demanded 
the 


total and immediate 
nationalization 


of all land, no matter whether large 
or small. 
Under the double pressure 


of patriots and communists, Karolyi's 
government fe.ll and the second Hun- 
garian revolution broke out in March, 
1S19. with Bela Kuhn at its head. 


"Bela Kuhn's government had two 


ends in view: to implant complete 
communism in Hungary, such as it 
had triumphed in Russia, to bring 
about the socialization not only of 
landed 
property, 
but of ba.nks, in- 


dustries, and to take vengeance on 
the bourgeoisie for the ancient griefs 
of the proletariat and -also to oppose 
the 
encroachments 
of the Czech- 


Slovak, and especially the Roumanian 
troops. 
On the 20th July n battle 


was fought between Hungarians and 
Roumanians, 
the former being de- 


feated, the latter marched on Buda- 
pest. At this moment the Allied del- 
egation interferred and promised the 
Hungarians that the march on Buda- 
pest would be stopped, if Hungary 
gnt, rid of Bela, Kulin. 
The latter 


abdicated then in August and was 
succeeded by an anti-Bolshevist min- 
ister, which however did not stop 
the Roumanians from entering into 
Budapest in August in spite of the 
promise of the. Allies. 
The capital 


was trea.ted as a conquered town and 
large ransoms were exacted. 


"Then the third revolution broke 


out which overthrew the 
socialist 


minister and Field-Marshal Archduke 
Joseph, of the Toscany branch of the 
Hapsburgs was asked to re-establish 
order. 
The Entente delegates, after 


long 
hesitation 
decided that 
the 


Hapsburgs must be excluded; instead, 
however, of restoring 
the 
socialist 


ministry it allowed Minister Friedrich, 
who owed his position to the Arch- 
Duke, to remain at the head of af- 
fairs and to carry on terrible reprisals, 
not only against communists, 
but 


against Republicans and democrats. 
The white terror reigned in the coun- 
try. and as usual, the Jews were the 
first pitiable victims of re-action. And 
as Bela Kuhn and nearly all the lead- 
ers of Hungarian 
Bolshevist 
were 


Jews and the whole race was hunted 
down and tortured. 


"It was not only thje mob, mad- 


dened by four and one-half years of 
famine and war who attacked inof- 
fensive citizens simply 
because of 


their Semitic appearance, but active 
officers, living in the big hotels of 
Budapest, organized massacres every 
evening Jews and workmen, whose 
bodies were thrown into the Danube. 
Large gangs would go through trm 
streets and cafes hunting up people 
suspected of being Jews and after- 


tortyre or massacre them.

Regarding the so-called dead letter 
sales. 
This name has become popu- 


larly attached to them because all 
undeliverable mail is handled by a 
Division of Dead Letters, and this 
division 
conducts the 
saJes. 
The 


term dea-d letter sale is misleading 
though, because it suggests that un- 
delivered letters are put up for the 


public to buy, and this is far frl 
the truth. Every year the post offic 
of the country handle millions 
letters that cannot be delivered 
the Government does, not sell any 
them. 


Every 
effort 
is made to delive| 


each letter entrusted to the post; 
service. 
If a lettter cannot reac 


the person addressed, and the sender' 
name and address are not in the uj 
per left hand corner, the letter i 
finally opened. 


If money or enclosures of valu 


are found and any address is give 
in the letter the Post Office Depart 
ment forwards the letter and its cor 
tents. Money that cannot be delivers 
goes to swell the Government's rev 
enues. 
Letters containing no va 


uables or money are burned wit! 
out further attempt at locating th 
persons concerned. So there is neve 
a dead letter sale literally speaking 
The Government officially puts on th< 
market "articles accumlated in th< 
Division of Dead Letters," and mos 
of these are parcel post matter. 


WHY MAIL GOES WRONG 


Mail finds its way into the deai 


letter office largely by the carelessnes 
of the public. Wrong or incomplet 
addresses are given.

tion as to his new location.

Time and again the- Post Office De- 


partment has urged the public to 
Tddress its mail carefully, plainly, and 
n ink, and to write the name and 
iddress of the sender in the upper 
eft hand corner so that mail not 
delivera.bl© can be returned.

vrong because of a bad start. 


People who attend the dead letter 


are sametimes surprised to find
